2, It is also the opinion of this Command that these specimens 
have no Ccomnection with the somvalled “Flying Saucer” or "Disc*, These 
Specimens, therefore, are considered as part of a hoax that could be per= 
petrated by mest anyone seeking publicity or for any other reasons, 


3-2 The specimens snow in the attached photograph include frag= 
sents of an undeterminable shape made from plaster of paris or sinilar 
ceramic and containing some elactrical resistance wire for measurement 
or heating purposes, The condition of the ceramic indicates that the 
resistance wire was heated electrically at one time or another, These 
fragments could not be connected with any AMC project. The other articles 
at the top of the photograph reading from left to right are identified as 
follows:
